St. Louis, July 27.— William J. Bryan 


of Nebraska, who was nominated by the 
Democratic national convention at Chi- 
cago s. rortnlg"ht ago. was, on Saturday, 
made.the standard bearer oE the Popu- | 
list party by a vote ol 10*12 to 321. The: Uryan Cor 
Democratic candidate v/as nominated In 1 vie 
the face of his own protest, In the shape 
of a telepram directing the withdrawal 
nf his name, sent to Senator Jones; ser.t 
after Sewall, his running-mate, had been 
ditched for the vice presidential nomi- 
nation, and Thomas E. Watson of Geor- 
gia had been named for second place on 
the ticket. It was also made In the teeth 
o£ an opposition so bitter that after tho 
convention adjourned some radicals held 
"rump" conventions, 


As to the future, all Is problematical. 


None nt the wiseacres pretend to pre- 
dict with certainty what the result will 
be. "Whether a fusion can be arranged, 
or upon what basis, lg of course specu- 
lated upon. Whether Bryan will de- 
cline the nomination [s canvassed. 
The 


Khrewdest of the political observers, and 
those who are most anxious for a union 
of the silver forces, can see this result 
only in the withdrawal of one of the vice 
presidential candidates.

This decision, which makes malice 


the t?s; of legitimacy, seems to rest on 
it mis-conception. Ic !;•• truo'that no man 
•may exercise IUH rights of property or 
personal action in such a way as to in- 
jure tho equal rights of others, but this 
ancient and correct principle does not 
inquire into the motives of the person 
acting. It concerns itself with the effect 
and method of the act nnd with nothing 
else. Intent can only be inferred from 
the act, and if the act is itself perfectlj-

To illustrate: Suppose 
a man starts a.newspaper or opens a 
store with the deliberate intention to 
injure another man against whom he 
has a grudge.

had boun made for the demonstration In 
favor of International peace In Hyde 
Park yesterday, under the auspices of 
the organization committee of the Inter- 
national Socialist and TraUe Union con- 


Thc; demonstration committee had 


been at work on the arrangement slnco 
as Ion/; affo as March, and had 'made 
elaborate arrangements with the com- 
missioner of works and the police, but 
what they could not arrange for.was the 
weather, whlrh proved against them 
yesterday, and the downpour of rain 
practically made a fiasco of the demon- 
stration. 


Processions were formed In all parta 


of London of the socialists and members 
of trades unions and their sympathizers, 
and marched to Hyde Park, the people'n 
forum of London. When they arrived 
there, rain was steadily falling, and It 
gradually Increased almost to a deluge, 
driving away nearly all the multitude 
that it was hoped would be there to listen 
to the speakers. Twelve platforms had 
been, erected for the speakers by the 
Carmen's union,and a chairman for each 
had been chosen by the demonstration 
committee. It was Intended to have ad- 
dresses from each platform In French 
and German, as well as In English, by 
the continental delegates to the congress. 
The speeches that were made in other 
languages 
than English were trans- 


lated from the platforms. 


Very brief speeches were made from 


these platforms 
by Tom Mann, the 


socialist ex-member of parliament; Ben 
Tlllett; Bernard Shaw, the well-known 
writer on socialist topics; Edward Ave- 
llng- of the Gas Workers and General 
Laborers' union; F.-vW: Wilson; Herren 
Bebel and Llebknecht,Socialist members 
of the German relchstng; Dr. Victor Ad- 
ler. the Austrian socialist; M. Mllleraud; 
La tfargue; Jules Guesde and Jean 
Juares, Socialist members of the French 
chamber of deputies, and others. The 
speakers declared that the masses of 
the people did not desire war, which, 
they said, was only provoked by the 
rulers and capitalists. 
The names of 


Emperor William, Dr. Jameson and 
Cecil Rhodes, when thy were mentioned 
by the speakers, were hissed by the few 
auditors. 


Simultaneously, resolutions were de- 


clared carried at the 12 platforms In 
favor of International arbitration, of the 
eight-hour law, of unlversa.1 suffrage 
and oC other measures advocated by the 
socialists, and denouncing "the greed of 
the ruling privileged classes, who pro- 
voke war In order to control the markets 
of the world In their own Interests." 


It was further declared that In order to 


ensure peace, the abolition of the-cap- 
italist and the landlord system [3 neces- 
sary. 


Cretan Rebellion Extending. 


Constantinople, July 27.—The porte 


has decided to maintain a defensive at- 
titude In Crete, leaving to the powers 
the task of inducln-e the Insurgent Cre- 
tans to accept the concessions already 
promised them by the Turkish govern- 
ment. According to news received from 
Canea, two vessels have landed arms 
and ammunition at Coridia, near the 
center of the north coast, for the In- 
surgents, showing that the rebellion Is. 
extending toward the eastern portion of 
the island, which has hitherto remained 
tranquil. 


1'Lirtuer Massacres of Armenians. 


London, July 27.—London papers pub- 


lish details o£ the massacre, In the vi- 
cinity of Van on June 15, ol thousands ol 
Armenians. It Is stated that over 40 
villages -were destroyed, and that every 
male person more than 8 years of age 
has been killed. On account of this last 
massacre of the-Armenians, societies 
Interested In relief work In Aisa Minor 
have appealed once more to the publlo 
for additional funds. 


Cnso of Extreme Bniorjrepcy. 


Madrid, July 27.—It is stated that the 


government has paid the enormous price 
of £700,000 each for the two war vessels 
recently bought at Genoa, while a con- 
tract has Just been piven for two torpedo 
boat destroyers at 
£60,000 (J300.000),
